OTHO LONGJLOSES LIFE 

Jumped cn Loaded Tifp at Fox 
Run Mine and Falls Under 

NECK BROKEN. DIES INSTANTLY 

VERDICT BLAME DECEASED 

Otho Long, aged twenty-four 
and unmarried, met a fatal sc- 
oident Friday morning when he 
jumped on the front end Of a 
loaded trip coming down incline 
at New No. 11. at Fox Run 
mines, and waa thrown under ibe 
moving trip and instantly killed. 
Hia neck was broken, spine dis- 
located and one leg broken. Gor- | 
oner Stevens waa in that part of 
the country On another case and 
was ou the scene within a short 
time after the accident. The 
verdict was to the effect that the 
deceased met his death while 
doing something outside of the 
" ties of the plaee he filled at 
the mines. His duties are said 
to have been to wait till the trip 
to a full stop at the bottom 
of the incline and then hitch his 
mule to the cars and haul them 
to tiie tipple. The testimony at 
the inquest showed that he went 
to meet the "trip" and jumped 
on the front for a ride, Dne wit- 
ness reporting that he said, 
"watch me catch this wild loco- 
motive." The deceased was a 
brother of Luther and Jim Long 
and lived with and was the sup- 
port of his mother and invalid 
father.
